Attached is a completed Form PTO-1449 and copies of the 
pertinent parts of the references cited thereon. Below are 
comments on these references pursuant to Rule 98: 

U.S. Patent No. 5,642,841 to Beaty discloses an apparatus and 
method for hanging a plurality of both belts and ties with plural 
rows and columns on a rectangular block and a curved metal hanger 
hook projecting upwardly from the top. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,282,553 to Ibled discloses a shoe holder 
comprising a central rod terminated by a hook for suspension and 
two lateral support elements on which the shoes are fitted. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,863,043 to Bowen discloses a support in a 
closet including a rack and a multiplicity of arms on each side of 
the rack for storage of neckties, belts, or other apparel. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,709,838 to Campbell discloses an apparatus

for hanging articles of clothing or the like comprising an 
elongated vertically extending article hanging means having a 
plurality of vertically spaced oppositely facing hook portions. 

U.S. Patent No. 4 , 034,865 to Batts et al. discloses a 
segmental articulated display arrangement for hook suspended 
article display devices comprising a plurality of links 
interconnected in a tandem fashion. 

None of these patents disclose a multipositional apparatus for 
hanging articles such as ties f belts, shoes, bras, hats, etc. 
including a flexible main body comprising a series of intertwined 
rigid links including a first end link, a series of intermediate 
links and a second end link, as well as a plurality of common metal 
hooks that project from the links, including at least several 
intermediate hooks that project perpendicularly from a segment of 
the series of intermediate links and including an end hook 
projecting from the first end link and wherein the hooks, having a 
straight portion and a curved portion, the curved portion being 
shaped so as to receive articles or to be hung on a projecting 
member, and the straight portion of the end hook aligned 
collinearly with the axis of the nearest segment of the series of 
intermediate links.
